Applicants indicate that Uppalum Is not focused on navigating and completing fonns. or allows a user to move to different fields based 
upon user input or completion of the fomi (page 6, lines 26-31). The Examiner disagrees, because Uppaluru teaches allowing a user to fill 
in voice forms, such as a company, calendar, hotel reservation, airline reservation forms. Once the fomn Is filled out over the telephone, it 
Is submitted to a server, which then retrieves and transmit pertinent information to the requesting user (col.10, lines 1-14, col.12. lines 6- 
45). In other words, each of the fields In the voice fom (just like in a visual form) are filled out. the fomri completed, and submitted to the 
server for processing. 
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
